The city’s administration has not yet 
begun to work on the 1982 city budget 

Managing Director Martin P. Judge told 
the Carbondale MIRROR last week that 
work on next year’s budget will probably get 
underway the first week of October. 

Getting ready for snow 

Believe it or not, the city has already 
begun its preparations for the winter season. 

The MIRROR was told that city crews 
have already begun getting plows and 
spreaders ready for the anticipated snows 
that often arrive during October and 
November. 

The city’s managing director said that city 
crews have been working on the needed 
equipment on “rainy days." 

The city has also already made plans to go 
along with the local council of governments 
on the purchase of rock salt. 

At a recent city council meeting. Judge 
noted that the city saved over a $1 a ton last 
year by cooperating with the council of 
governments on the rock salt purchase. 


Detour due paving? 

The unpaved road between Hospital 
Street and North Scott Street on the city’s 
West Side will soon be paved as part of the 
detour traffic will have to take once the 
demolition of the Dundaff Streejl Viaduct 
begins in April. f 

Surveyors for the Pennsylvania Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation (PennDOT) were 
on the scene last week, taking measurements 
on the road which fronts the West Side Park. 

The city estimates that the paving of the 
road could take place shortly since Pen¬ 
nDOT hopes to begin tearing down the via¬ 
duct April I, 1982, and that there should be 
little time before that when the weather 
would be good for paving. 

While the road is currently unpaved, it is 
heavily traveled by residents taking a short¬ 
cut from the Brooklyn Street area and their 
West Side homes and by truckers who must 
travel another route since the viaduct carries 
a weight limit which allows only light traffic 
to travel over it. 

Three more payments 

Remember the so-called "Ruddy Plan’’ 
which forced the city to take a realistic look 


at its finances? 

The plan was named after then- 
Councilman Thomas Ruddy who proposed 
that the city cut back on its employes, take 
out a loan to meet its financial obligations, 
and hire someone full-time to administer the 
city. ’ 

Also,*remember that the city was almost 
forced to accept the plan as the Pennsylvania 
Power and Light Co. (PP&L) threatened to 
shut off power to the city for traffic lights, 
city hall, and the fire stations? 

The loan part of that plan has three more 
yearly payments to go. Martin P. Judge, 
managing director, told the MIRROR last 
week. 

The loan was set up to be paid back over a 
seven-year period, but the city elected at that 
time to instead pay it back over five years. 

A couple of years ago, seeing the trend 
toward higher interest rates and higher divi¬ 
dends on savings, the city asked the bank for 
permission to extend the loan payment 
period to the full seven years. 

The bank approved. 

Judge told the MIRROR that the loan 
was taken out at six per cent interest, thus 
making it advantageous for the city to take 
longer to pay it back than originally 
planned.
